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“Blight on tomatoes fs apt to be 
quite prevalent during August and 
September,” says Iva M. Burgess of 


Station. 


“It is noticed first,” she says, by 
the appearance of small deac& 
‘spots on the leaves, These become 
larger and more numerous until 
the leaves are killed. Spots appear 
also on the fruits especially around 
places where the skin has beer 
‘broken. There may be considerable 
loss from rotting of the fruits both 
on the plants and after picking.” 

Wet and foggy weather is parti- 
cularly favorable for the spread 
and development of the disease. It 
‘can be prevented or checked by
